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In the Fall of 1945, the Official Board appointed a War Memorial Commit¬ 
tee, consisting of G. W. Skene (chairman), Mrs. W. V. Dixon, Mrs. J. W. Richard¬ 
son, W. Cameron Jack, H. M. Hartney, Col. John Begg, D.S.O., and S-L Percy 
Buker. 

The following directive was placed in their hands — 

"The War Memorial Committee is hereby authorized to secure from the congrega¬ 
tion suggestions as to the nature of our War Memorial, to examine into the feasibility 
and cost of these suggestions, to bring forward any plans of its own, to present 
recommendations to a congregational meeting, ond to take what means it sees fit 
to carry through to a successful issue this War Memorial Project."

The Bronze Plaque still requires approximately 140 hours of work at the hands 
of the copper-smiths, and will be returned to the manufacturers this week to be 
finished.

Lest there be any misunderstanding as to the nature of the Carillon being 
dedicated to-day, the following information is provided — 

The Schulmerich Carillonic Bells are not a true carillon, in that the bells are 
not full-sized. Neither are they tubular chimes, (which are quite a different instru¬ 
ment). They are true bells, more accurate in tone than any cast bell could be, 
but are miniature in size. They are sounded by electrical impulse, and are raised 
to the volume of full-sized bells by the modern science of electronics. They are 
played from a small console, to be heard either inside the church, or from the 
tower, or in both ways at the same time. A special attachment permits the playing 
of the bells automatically at designated hours of the day. The carillon has a range 
of two full octaves. 

The Tri-light Pulpit Lamps, which are in memory of William Morrison Wallace, 
have recently been refurbished, and are now in place again. We express appre¬ 
ciation to the donors, Mr. and Mrs. Geo. B. Wallace.
